Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 


Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an Interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified In §§ 1.111, 1.135. {35U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to

The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional con'espondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication. 

The Form provides for recordation of the following information: 

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of parti cipant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It Is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items: 

1) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted, 

2) an identification of the claims discussed, 

3) an identification of the specific prior art discussed,

5) a brief identification of the general thrust of the principal arguments presented to the examiner,

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: (1 ) Applicant argued that the independent claims recite **vertical** 
bus bars in combination with the other recited structure which, in combination, does not provoke significant perturbation 
in the heating arrangement of the coating layer. The scope of the term "without significant perturbation in the heating 
arrangement" was clarified and Applicant referred to P. 3, lines 1-5 of the specification to clarify the limitation's 
meaning. Although Applicant admitted that the slits in Figs. 1 1 B and 12B did not provoke significant perturbation in the 
heating arrangement (i.e., heating is uniform), those particular embodiments did not have vertical bus bars only 
horizontal bus bars. 

(2) Applicant argued that the slits of GB 769 (that have a maximum width of 100 microns) are incapable of functioning 
as a "data transmission window" since, inter alia, a transmitter/receiver (particulary a "credit-card sized receiver") 
located within the vehicle would need to be within line of sight to a corresponding transmitter/receiver located outside of 
the vehicle. Nonetheless, it is uncertain from the record how small the "data transmission window" can be to still 
achieve data transmission. The examiner maintained that applicant's argument was somewhat speculative, and the 
examiner suggested that applicant submit test results to prove that the slits of GB 769 are incapable of electromagnetic 
data transmission therethrough. However, because Applicant believed other deficiencies in the rejection existed 
regarding the lack of vertical bus bars in combination with the other recited structure noted above, Applicant declined to 
state the approximate minimum size of "data transmission window" that is required to achieve the goals of the 
invention. 

(3) Since it remains uncertain just how small the data transmission window can be and still achieve data transmission, 
the examiner agreed to reconsider the rejection; however, until tangible evidence is provided to prove that 100 micron 
slits would be unable to pass electromagnetic data therethrough, the issue remains an open question. 
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
